Eleven Junior College students, ac¬ 
companied by their coach, Miss Ruth 
Rucker, will attend a speech tourna¬ 
ment Friday and Saturday at Baylor 
University, Waco, Texas. This is the 
fourth annual tournament of the kind 
sponsored by the University, and it is 
a high privilege for Junor College 
students to attend. It is expected that 
there will be over five hundred young 
speakers there from as many as seven 
or eight states—all with one aim: 
their personal improvement as 
speakers. 

Ten of these students will enter de¬ 
bate, eight of them debating on only 
one side of the question, the other two 
(Morris Daniel and Sam Bailey) de¬ 
bating both affirmative and negative. 
The.proposition for debate is: Re¬ 
solved, That the National Labor Re¬ 
lations Board, Should’ Be Empowered 
to Enforce Arbitration of All Indus¬ 
trial Disputes, ^his is the National 
Pi Kappa Delta question and is being 
discussed in college halls all over the 
United States. 

In addition to debate, George Rudy 
will carry the audience away on gales 
of laughter (we hope, hope, hope) 
with his after-dinner speech. Just ask 
him to tell you the one about the 
Scotchman and the pitcher. Oratory 
will be revived in grand style when 
Louise Womack begins on “All Re¬ 
mind Us.”

Women. The subject of his lecture will 
be “Hyacinths and Bisquits,” a title 
taken from one of his numerous 
definitions of poetry, “Peotry is the 
achievement of the synthesis of 
hyacinths and bisquits.” 

Sandburg is not only a great poet 
with a universal appeal, giving inter¬ 
pretation to a wide range of subjects; 
he is also a celebrated troubador, 
traveling about the country singing 
folk songs and collecting ballads. 

In addition to his discussion of 
poetry, the famous wirter will read 
some of his verse. He has been des¬ 
cribed as a master interpreter of his 
poems, whether in recitation or in 
^song.^He-chants some of his lines 
the accompaniment of a guitar. Wil¬ 
liam B. Owen of the Chicago Teachers 
College says, “Carl Sandburg's voice 
should be perpetuated on records, for 
like the voice of Tennyson it is an 
unforgettable part of his poems.”

Showing plenty of early scoring 
power, the Apaches handed the 
Stephen F. Austin freshmen a 38 to 
30 beating Friday night in Lion gym. 
The game was fast and hardplayed 
and provided plenty of thrills for the 
fans. 

The Apaches took an early lead 
when Newcomb got his eyes on the 
goal and sank three successive field 
goals and were never headed. Several 
times the Lumberjacks came within 
three points of tying the score, but 
each time the Apaches turned on the 
steam and pulled out of danger. 

Van Samford lead the locals in 
scoring with 12 points while Newcomb 
accounted for 9. Everyone who played 
gave a good account of himself with 


Scoring two field goals in the last 
two minutes of play, the Apaches 
broke a 21 to 21 deadlock and de¬ 
feated the Lon Morris Bearcats 25 to 
21 Tuesday night in Jacksonville. As 
this was the opening game of the 
season, the Apaches are now in first 
place in the conference. 

Captain T. L. Gilley was high point 
man for the locals with 10 points, 
while co-captain Horace Potter was 
a close second with nine. Brown was 
high point man for the Bearcats, 
scoring 14 of his teams 21 points and 
was also their outstanding floor man. 
The floor work of Gilley, Potter and 
Van Samford was outstanding for 
Tyler. 

Tyler took an early lead and at one 
time in the first half, held an 8 point 
lead. The intermission found the 
Apaches leading 13 to 10.

Since the weather has now stopped
